This  series  of  papers  embodies  an  attempt  to  reach,  by 
common  thought,  disouadon  and  prayer,  a  truer  uidflrataading 
of  tho  meanfaig  of  (%tbtianity  and  of  the  ndMioii  ot  the 
Ouirdi  to  the  imlividiial,  to  aooiety  and  to  tiie  wwHA,

The  MUM  Tiew  •■  to  the  deeisiTe  natne  of  the  prasent 
opportunity  was  taken  by  the  WofM  Misdonary  Oba^^rciioe 
that  met  at  Edinburgh  in  IfllO.  In  wtwds  which  in  '.he 
light  of  recent  events  seem  prophetic,  it  affirmed  thu 
nitioal  importance  of  the  next  few  years  in  determining 
the  spiritiMl  evolution  of  nwnkind.  '  If  those  years  are 
wasted/  it  declared.  '  !iavoo  may  be  wn^^t  tiiat  oen* 
tunes  are  not  able  to  repair.  On  the  other  hand,  if  they 
are  rightly  used,  they  may  be  ;  mong  the  most  gloiious  in 
Canistian  history.' 

Booh  rtatMBcnte  have  hem  aiiamud  as  extravagant 
and  feverish.  Every  generation,  it  is  said,  is  apt  to  have 
an  exaggerated  notion  of  the  particular  tasks  which  it  is 
called  to  undertake.  And  yet  history  suppUes  abundant 
evidence  that  there  are  tides  in  the  affairs  of  men  ;  that 
real  crises  ooonr  in  the  life  of  nations  and  of  the  Church 
as  weU  as  of  individoal  men ;  and  that  when  they  arise, 
life  or  deii  th  may  depend  on  the  capacity  of  the  individoal 
or  the  nation  or  the  Church  to  recognize  and  to  meet  them. 
The  belief  that  the  present  time  is  of  critical  importance 
in  the  qaritual  history  of  the  non-Christian  peoples  rests 
upon  a  soUd  basis  of  facts ;  and  if  the  Glinxoh  is  too 
preoccupied,  or  has  not  sufficient  insight,  to  grasp  the 
meaning  of  these  facts,  the  sfHrituia  loss  to  the  worid  will 
be  great  and  inevitable.

the  west  should  be  the  means  of  planting  in  Indian 
experience  a  seed  of  truth  from  which  will  spring  a  fairer 
and  richer  harvest  than  anything  that  India  is  able  herself 
to  give  to  the  wcnrld  ?  While  this  deep  question  waits  for 
answer,  the  Indian  nuAsicm  fidd  peeaeaUt  anotim  proUem 
of  peculiar  urgency.  The  depressed  classes,  fifty  millions 
in  number,  which  have  been  kept  outside  the  pale  of 
Hindu  society,  are  reaching  out  their  hands  towards  a 
religion  that  offers  them  a  larger  hope  and  opportunity. 
The  dmstian  Chnrch  might  receive  them  in  hnndreds 
of  thousands,  or,  as  some  believe,  in  mil]i<nw,  if  it  had  the 
resources  to  teach  and  to  shepherd  those  admitted  into  its 
fellowship. 

The  contact  with  western  civilization  which  has  set 
these  mighty  forces  in  motion  among  the  more  advanced 
peoples  of  Asia  has  affected,  in  ways  difframt  but  no  less 
direct,  the  primitive  and  backward  races  of  the  world. 
These  peoples  have  everywhere  passed  under  the  tutelage 
of  western  nations.  New  forces  have  broken  in  upon  the 
ehiM-raoes  oi  Africa  and  the  islands  of  the  Pacific,  shat- 
termg  the  zestnunts  and  supports  <d  tribal  life,  and  laing- 
ing  new  temptations  and  dangers  which  the  people  have 
little  power  to  withstand.  The  western  nations  have 
assumed  a  responsibility  the  magnitude  of  which  is  as 
yet  little  understood.  Stupendous  and  untiring  efforts 
to  protect  Mid  to  educate  the  backward  races  are  neces- 
sary, if  they  are  to  be  saved  from  a  state  (rf  d«noni]izati(m 
and  servitude  that  will  be  a  cancer  hi  the  Moial  Hie  <d 
the  west. 

To  these  tasks  must  be  added  that  of  bringing  the 
Cairistian  message  to  the  Moslem  world.   The  task  is  one 
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the  lands  where  Christianity  had  obtained  its 
eariwrt  tnmnphs,  the  Caiuwh  has  never  possessed  the 
courageandfaithserioudytoattempt.  It^wh<r 
new  ui^ency  in  the  light  of  the  profound  eh«gee  thi

Itwas  before  such  opportunities  as  these  that  Christian 
^rope  stood  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  grace  1914. 
When  the  unagination  i.  allowed  to  clothe  the  bare  faots 
mth  the  warmth  and  eohmr  that  truly  bd«a,g  to  th«n 

they  bnng  before  the  mind  a  field  for  the  noW«t 
andthe  most  splendid  achievement.   All  the  lavish 
of  hfe  and  of  wealth  that  the  war  has  called  forth 

would  have  borne  an  abnndant  and  rich  hamt  in  the 
education  of  the  more  backward  races  to  take  their  true 
place  in  the  human  family  and  to  make  their  proper  con- 
tnbution  to  Its  weU-being  and  happiness.  In  the  effort 
to  communicate  to  others  the  secret  of  its  own  deepest  and 
truest  life,  Christe^fom  might  have  experienced  within 
Itself  the  qmckening  of  undreamed-of  powen. 

From  all  this  Europe  has  turned  aside.  We  find  our- 
selves  m  the  presence  of  a  great  tragedy.  The  favoured 
nations  <rf  the  west,  when  in  the  slow  movement  of 
h«tory  they  were  brought  into  a  position  of  special 
opportunity  and  responsibility  in  i^ation  to  tlie 
Christian  races,  failed  to  reoogniw  their  a»poiated 
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mission,  and  aUowed  their  energies  to  be  diverted  from 
constructive  effort  and  helpful  service  to  tlie  waste  and 
desolation  of  war. 

n 

How  much  has  been  lost  ?  There  is,  in  the  first  place, 
the  waste  of  life  and  wealth.  The  finest  manhood  of 
Europe  is  being  sacrificed  without  stmt.  The  best  men, 
so  urgently  needed  for  the  higher  work  of  the  world,  will 
in  days  to  come  be  sadly  fewer  in  number.  Hundreds  of 
thousands  of  chikfam  wiU  have  to  grow  up  without  a 
father's  guidance  and  care.  Europe  will  emerge  from  the 
war  with  a  crushing  debt  about  its  neck.  The  whole 
world  will  be  poorer,  and  whatever  work  has  to  be  done 
will  need  to  be  done  with  greatly  diminished  resources. 

The  clash  of  anus  has  invaded  many  parts  of  the  mission 
field.  In  Togo,  Kamerun,  German  Sonth-West  ikfrioa, 
British  South  Africa,  Rhodesia,  German  East  Africa,  and 
British  East  Africa,  in  the  German  possessions  in  the 
South  Seas,  and  in  the  Shantung  Peninsul.  in  China  there 
has  been  fighting.  In  India  the  work  of  German  missions 
has  been  subjected  to  restiiotiQns  and  interruption.  The 
unsettled  conditions  in  the  Turkish  Empire  have  brought 
about  a  general  dislocation  of  missionary  work,  and  at 
the  time  of  writing  it  is  uncertain  whether  Turkey  may 
not  be  involved  in  the  war.  The  admirable  missions  of 
the  R»ris  EvangeUoal  Society  are  suffering  heavily  through 
lack  of  funds.  There  is  at  present  no  means  of  estimating 
more  exactly  the  extent  of  the  interruption  to  missionazy 
work,  or  how  far  its  effects  are  Ukely  to  be  permanent. 
But  It  is.evident  that  the  disturbance  affects  a  large  part 
of  the  mission  fidd.  Where  congregations  have  been 
scattered,  schods  dosed,  and  workm  dismissed,  it  wiU 
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uWniately  pass  from  one  European  Power  to 
another,  tha  <Hfficalty  wiH  be  greatly  increased.  Then

that  Christendom  has  been  manifestly  so  Uttle  Christian. 
It  may  even  prove  a  gain  that  the  cancer  in  the  vitals  of 
^mUm  eiviliaation  has  been  so  nakedly  revealed.  But 
though  good  may  in  the  end  come  out  of  evil,  the  open 
and  startling  contradiction  between  the  soenes  we  an 
now  witnessing  and  the  spuit  of  Christ  cannot  faU  to 
create  perplexities  for  the  peoples  to  whom  Christianity 
18  being  offered  as  a  basis  upon  which  to  build  their  new 
national  life.   Do  the  weetem  nations  beUeve  in  the  creed 
which  they  profess  ?  Can  the  CWian  ethic  be  appUed  to 
the  real  problems  of  life  ?  Is  there  such  a  thing  as  the 
Church  of  Christ,  when  Christians  everywhere  appear  at 
the  crucial  test  to  find  national  loyalty  a  more  powerful 
tie  than  the  sense  of  their  unity  with  their  f eUow-believera 
m  the  Body  of  Christ  ?  To  these  and  othw  Kke  questions 
the  missionary  will  find  it  harder  than  before  to  give  a 
satisfying  answer. 

Thus,  at  a  time  when  every  circumstance  seemed  to  caU 
Ust  a  new,  large,  and  deliberate  advance  in  the  evangeUza- 
tion  of  the  non-Cairistian  world,  the  Church  has  to  face 
far-reaching  disturbanoe  of  her  work,  a  serious  diminution 
of  the  material  resources  upon  which  she  can  draw,  and 
estrangement  and  division  between  those  who  ought  to 
be  feUow-workers  in  the  furt^herance  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Cairist.  Is  the  loss  irreparable  ?  Must  generations  pass

The  British  Empire  lives  only 
through  the  blood  which  they  have  gladly  shed.  A 
world  that  was  flooded  with  writing  and  with  talk,  that 
was  playing  with  speculations  and  programmes,  that 
was  m  danger  of  surrendering  its  soul  to  material  things, 
^  been  awakened  to  the  realities  of  life.    The  old  truths 
^  duty  and  loyalty  and  sacrifice  have  again  proved 
themselves  to  be  the  broad  of  heaven  by  which  men  and 
nations  live.   Can  the  generation  that  has  seen  the 
clouds  and  mists  disperse  and  these  mountain  peaks 
stimd  out  in  their  beauty  and  grandeur  allow  the  vision 
to  fade  from  its  eyes  ?  Will  those  who  have  learned  the 
strength  of  sacrifice  and  service  again  allow  false  gods 
to  have  dommion  over  them  ?  The  brave  who  have  fallen 
will  have  done  greater  service  than  they  knew  if,  through
